W ashington, Aug. 4 (AP).—-Alfred 
P. Sloan, Jr., chairm an of General 
Motors corporation, ranked today as 
the highest paid executive In 1936 
among corporations reporting to the 
securities commission. 
He was paid 
$561,311. including a $411,161 bonus. 
From the available statistics, pub­ 
lisher William Randolph Hearst was 
Sloan’s chief salary competitor. 
The only H earst salary listed Is 
$500,000 from Hearst Consolidated 
Publications, Inc., but securities of­ 
ficials said he may have received 
other paychecks from the score of 
other corporations th a t make up his 
newspaper, 
magazine, 
real 
estate 
and mining empire. 
Among the few large corporations 
which do not have to report to the 
S EC. is the Ford Motor company, 
because its securities are not traded 
on a national securities exchange. 
W alter P. Chrysler, another auto 
m anufacturer, drew $200,700 from 
Chrysler corporation. 
General Motors made President 
William S. K nudsen a contender for 
top honors with $507,645 and re­ 
ported $353,755 for Vice President 
Charles F. Kettering. 


PRAIRIE CHICKEN 
NEARLY EXTINCT 
HUNTING BANNED 
Austin. Tex. (AP»—Texas is try ­ 
ing to save the prairie chicken— 
finest of its game birds—from ex­ 
tinction. 
The chicken is a relative of the 
heath hen of the northeast whose 
lats surviving member died 
two 
years ago. 
T he ^legislature has closed the 
season for five years. H unters pre­ 
viously were 
perm itted to shoot 
rem nants of droves only four days 
a year. 
The state game departm ent has 
been unsuccessful in its efforts to 
persuade the chicken to reproduce 
in captivity and is seeking other 
m eans to protect the species. 
Experts attribute scarcity to en­ 
vironm ental 
factors 
rather 
than 
hunters’ guns. 
Encroachm ent of oil developments 
and extensive irrigation farm ing in 
the south and droughts in the great 
plains region of the west have dras­ 
tically reduced food and coverage 
areas for a bird which thrives only 
in wide open country.

Omaha, Neb. <APi—A blow on the 
head by a sledge ham m er in the 
hands of a packing house worker 
m eant only “git along little dogie, 
git along” to one steer. 
jH e rolled down the chute onto 
the killing floor with blood in his 
eye. 
Finding no immediate m eans 
of exit, he jumped out of a two- 
story window and started down the 
street. 
After he had gone more th an a 
mile from the plant, he fell ex­ 
hausted and was killed by a group 
of packing house workers who had 
given chase.
